Originally the festival was observed 
by sacrificing Iambs toward evening of 
the 14th of the first Hebrew month, 
now Nisan, and eating them on th** fol­ 
lowing evening, as well as excluding 
all leaven from the bread eaten on 
that evening and the following seven 
days, the first and last of which were 
observed as holy. 
Since the final destruction of the 
temple at Jerusalem the passover has 
been observed 
by eating 
unleaven 
bread during tho seven days, by the 
abstinence from wor hon the 
first 
and last days, and by the observance 
on the first evening of variers domes 
tic rites, commemorative of the dellv 
tran ce from Egyptian bondage. 
In all homes of Hebrews in this city 
services will be held this evening, 
while In the larger cities services are 
conducted in synagogues.

Academy of Sciences, when he was 
taken suddenly and mysteriously ill. 
The ailment did not at that time ap­ 
pear to be serious, and for a while 
the sufferer seemed to be improving, 
but a change for the worse came Sun­ 
day morning and death occurred at ll 
o’clock. By his bedside when the end 
came were his wife, who was a Miss 
Tuttle, of Virginia, and her sister. 
He was 68 years old. 
The body will 
be taken to Philadelphia for inter­ 
ment. 
No further funeral arrange­ 
ments have been made as yet. 
Mr. Stockton 
had spent the past 
winter in New York, and had done 
very little literary work, preferring 
to rest. 
After a visit of nearly a 
month to Atlantic City, he came to 
Washington so that he might attend 
the banquet of the Scientists, intend­ 
ing then to go to his beautiful home 
in Charleston, W. Va. 
Mr. Stockton was a Philadelphian 
by birth, in early life was an en­ 
graver and 
draughtsman, but soon 
abandoned this occupation for journ­ 
alism. 
Many years ago, however, he 
retired wholly from newspaper work 
and devoted himself to literature.

Very careful experiments have been 
made to test tin' delicacy of the sense 
of smell in human beings. A series of 
solutions of live different substances 
was prepared, each series being so ar­ 
ranged that every solution was of half 
the strength of the preceding one. 
These series were extended by suc­ 
cessive dilutions till it was impossible 
to detect the odors. The order of tin1 
bottles containing these solutions was 
completely disarranged, and the test 
consisted in the attempt to classify 
them by tho sense of smell alone. 
An equal number of male and female 
observers were selected from the best 
apothecaries’ shops, and each was re­ 
quited to arrange the Itottles. 
The 
males were able to detect the smell of 
the nitrate of amyl in the solution of 
I part to 783,000 of water, and the 
females were able to detect it in the 
solution of I part to 311,000 of water. 
The oil of wintergreen was detected In 
about the same proportion and to the 
same extent of dilution. 
There was, therefore, a very great 
preponderance In favor of the males as 
to the sensitiveness and discrimination 
of the sense of smell. This is certainly 
an astounding fact.—Gentleman’s Mag­ 
azine.

These series were* extended by suc­ 
cessive dilutions UU it was Impossible 
to detect Hi** odors. The order of the 
bottles containing these solutions was 
completely disarranged, and the test 
consisted in tile attempt to classify 
them by the* sense of smell alone. 
An equal number of male and female 
observers were selected from tho best 
apothecaries’ shops, and each was re­ 
quired to arrange the bottles. 
The 
males were able to detect the smell of 
the nitrate of amyl in the solution of 
I part to 783,000 of water, and the 
females were able to detect it In the 
solution of I part to 311,0<J0 of water. 
The oil of wintergreen was detected in 
about the same proportion and to the 
same extent of dilution. 
There was, therefore, a very great 
preponderance in favor of the males as 
to the sensitiveness and discrimination 
of the sense of smell. This is certainly 
an astounding fact.—Gentleman’s Mag­ 
azine.

Tile Proper W ay ta to Tw ist Ribs 
•■A Stick Together. 
“Why is it,” asked aa inquisitive cus­ 
tomer In a downtown umbrella store, 
‘that one can never roll up an umbrella 
as compactly and neatly as it is rolled 
when he buys it?” 
“You can if you only know how,” 
said the salesman, “but if everybody 
knew how it would mean less business 
for us. Tile umbrellas would last lon­ 
ger, and there would be a lot less work 
for the repairers. 
“Perhaps I shouldn’t tell you how,” 
the clerk continued, “but it’s so simple 
you should know anyhow. If you have 
noticed, nearly everybody who rolls up 
an umbrella takes hold of It by the 
handle and keeps twisting the stick 
with one hand while he folds and rolls 
with the other hind. 
“Now, that’s just where the mistake 
comes in. Instead of twisting with the 
handle he should take hold of it just 
above the points of the cover ribs. 
These points 
naturally 
lie evenly 
around the stick. Keep hold of these, 
pressing them tightly against the stick, 
and then roll up the cover. Holding 
the ribs prevents them from getting 
twisted out of place or bending out of 
shape. Then the silk is bound to fold 
evenly and roll smooth and tight. 
“Roll your umbrella this way, and 
until It is old enough to get rusty look­ 
ing it will look as if it had just come 
from the shop.”—New York Herald.

The Proper W ay ta to T w ist Ribs 
•o d Stick Together. 
“Why is It,” asked aa inquisftive cus­ 
tomer in a downtown umbrella store, 
“that one can never roll up an umbrella 
as compactly and neatly as it is rolled 
when he buys it?” 
“You can lf you only know how,” 
said the salesman, “but if every body 
knew how it would mean less business 
for us. The umbrellas would last lon­ 
ger, and there would be a lot less work 
for the repairers. 
“Perhaps I shouldn’t tell you how,” 
the clerk continued, “but It’s so simple 
you should know anyhow. If you have 
noticed, nearly everybody who rolls up 
an umbrella tukcs hold of it by the 
handle and keeps twisting the stick 
with one hand while he folds and rolls 
with the other hind. 
“Now’, that’s Just where the mistake 
comes in. Instead of twisting with the 
handle he should take hold of it just 
above the points of the cover rills. 
These 
points 
naturally 
lie 
evenly 
around the stick. Keep hold of thes<\ 
pressing them tightly against the stick, 
nnd then roll up the cover. Holding 
the ribs prevents them from getting 
twisted out of place or bending out of 
shape. Then the silk is bound to fold 
evenly and roll smooth and tight. 
“Roll your umbrella this way, and 
until It is old enough to get rusty look­ 
ing it will look as if it had just come 
from the shop.”—New’ York Herald.

action of the Barberton company. Th* 
reason as given out by the concern is 
that is can handle a greater amount of 
business and make more money by 
Itself than wh**rj in combination with 
the three other companies. 
The meet­ 
ing that was to have been held at 
Akron Saturday was declared off by 
the officials, and the m atter rests just 
exactly when* it did when considered 
last by the officials. 
It was learned 
Saturday that the promoters of the 
deal are John G. Ingalls and T. N. 
Cook, of the Akron China company, 
L. K. Force and rt. Ii. Kent, of th* 
Summit China company, and President 
Bradshaw, of the Niles Pottery com­ 
pany. 
About a week ago it was thought 
that th** plans of consolidation would 
5 pecdily go through and th** compan­ 
ies would com** to an understanding, 
but th** derision of the Barberton com 
paly has slightly interfered with its 
smooth career.
